“FREAK COINS” 

New collectors of freak coins will find 
it more difficult to obtain late freak 
coins because the Federal Reserve Banks 
are now wrapping the coins instead of 
your favorite bank. With this change of 
procedure, less freak coins will get into 
circulation, since the Federal Reserve 
Banks find them first and return them 
to the mint. Therefore the late freak 
coins will become very scarce to the col- 


lectors and of course increase in value. 
The only coins that will be overlooked 

by the Federal Reserve Bank are the 
off-metal, blank, and clip Planchets. The 
off-metal coins are scarce and will always 
sell at a good price. We can expect to 
find off metal coins, as long as the United 
States mints strike coins for foreign 
countries.

Compare the prices of today for similar 
offers! One can dream, can’t one? 
And today, as the coin collector looks 
over the stocks of the different dealers, 
there are just as many opportunities 
to pick up worthwhile material as above. 
Let’s not overlook the 50c commemora- 
tive coins and the “S” mint markings.
